Manilla, March 13.— The Filipinos 
apparently had planned an attai k upon 
the linea of General Otis and General 
Hale, l^ut their courage seemed to fail 
thaai, thot:gh they flrad atgnpla and 
afterward kept up the fusillade along 
the American front for an hour. 

Our troops, in obedience to orders, 
refrained from ahooting with the ea- 
ception ef fao' covpanlea of newly ar- 
rived men, who replied until they had 
suppressed a regiment of Aguinaldo's 
red brigade. This body of rebels 
leemed under better leadership than 
most o( the oth^s, and a white man 
waa aeen among the ofllcera, endeavor- 
ing to lead them to the attack, but ap- 
parrntly all effurt? to induce them to 
leave the ;rpn<hfs were fulile. 

The American authorities in Manilla 
say tha city la now ao effectively po- 
liced that a aerlous outbreak is impoa- 
Bible, They believe that the natives 
are cowed. 

The presence of the families of offl- 
cers is discouraged, and many are leav- 
ing on board the United States trans- 
port, some going to Japan for tempor- 
ary roBidence. General Otis has re- 
marked: "Manilla Is no place for 
women. This Is a war not a picnic." 

Several soldiers were aunstruck In 
tha straata of Manilla.

New York, March 13.— The Verdict 
prints a letter, for the first time made 
public, written by William J. Bryan 
in 1897 to a Chicago editor. It is dated 
Uncoln, Neb., Nov. 1*. It97, and after 
referring to personal matters saya: 

"I am in favor of the initiative and 
referendum as far as it can be applied 
to our conditions, and assisted in the 
adoption of auch a plank In our atata 
convention, but I believe an attempt 
to give that such prominence as you 
seem to give it means baim r;ither 
than advantage to the other reforms 
tipon which the people are ready to 
act. I may be mlataken, but auch la 
my opinion. 

"In your letter yen ail'.l the subject 
of government ownersliip of rail- 
roads, although your circular doee not 
mention this. You are in error in aup- 
posing that T have advocated the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads. I 
have been so busily engaged in the 
study and discus;U(in of the questions 
which have been immediately before 
na that I have never had oaianlurtlf 
to ' xamlnt^ into the effect of the gov- 
ernment (iwnerahlp of railroads in 
other countriee. Events have forced 
ceruln lasuaa Into the foreground, 
and tha aaopla ara ready to act npon 
them. To invite them to paaa over 
these questions and take up new ones 
will be a confession that we were 
wrong last fall and weaken the force 
of our argumenta." ' " "
